The President elect was then conducted by the Committee 
to the Chair, where he was received by the President pro tem.y 
and by him welcomed to the position to which he had been 
chosen. 

The President elect, on taking the Chair, addressed the 
Board as follows : 

ADDRESS OP THE PRESIDENT. 

Gentlemen : Accept my thanks for the honor which, on so 
many occasions, you have been pleased to confer upon me. 
Aided by the courtesy and kindness which you have ever 
extended to me, I shall endeavor to perform its duties with 
fidelity, and to the best of my ability. 

No words of mine can magnify the importance and the re- 
sponsibility of the great trust confided to you by the people. 
It9 administration reaches to the little ones clustering around

every fireside, and breathes the preoious life of knowledge into 
tens of thousands of our youth. History preserves its record 
in the pages consecrated to the delineation of Human Progress. 
The entire number of schools within your jurisdiction is 256, 
in which, during the past year, the whole number taught was 
161,356, being an increase of 8,903 over the whole number 
taught in 1861 . The average attendance, during the past year, 
has been 66,038, being an increase of 5,634 over the average 
attendance in 1861. 

I mention these results as evidence of the increase of public 
favor and confidence in our labors, and that, too, during a year 
darkened by many great and depressing public and private 
griefs. No tax is paid into the public treasury more cheerfully 
than the School tax, and of none is the use made by the stew- 
ards of the public, more satisfactory to the public. 

I wish to call yonr attention to the unjust action of the State 
laws, by which nearly one half of the State School Tax paid 
by the City of New York, is retained by the State and distrib- 
uted in other counties. In 1862, the amount of State School 
Tax paid by the City of New York was four hundred and 
twenty-eight thousand three hundred and nine dollars and ten 
cents ($428,309 10). The amount of this School Tax appor- 
tioned to the City of New York, for the year 1862, was two 
hundred and forty-five thousand and eighty dollars and forty-four 
cents ($245,080 44), leaving one hundred and eighty-three 
thousand three hundred and eight dollars and sixty-six cents 
($183,308 66), retained by the State, and distributed in other 
counties. During the last ten year^, one million, seven hun- 
dred and fifty-six thousand, eight hundred and fpurteen dollars 
and ninety-two cents ($1,756,814 92) have in this way been 
diverted from the city of New York. Of the amount which 
we are entitled to receive from the State, a:S«rrious diminution 
is made as well also of the apparent average attendance, in 
consequence of only four hundred and forty-four sessions of 
three hours each, being held by the schools in the city, instead 
of fimr hundfed and sixty sessioniB. 
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^ Tbere are some subjects within our own control, ta which per- 
mit me to call your attention. In the anxiety of scholars for pro- 
ncK^Qy and of teachers that their schools excel and pass favor- 
aUe examinations^ children of tender years and of delicate or- 
ganization, are liable to be tasked for more hours and i^th 
more study than is consistent with good physical development: 
This evil has bean to a good extent remedied, but still has *to 
hfi carefully watched and guarded against. The child whose; 
Rund has been cultivated and expanded at the expense of i(is' 
health and physical progresilr, sustains a life-long and ihexcusa-' 
bla wr<)ng. 

Whatever diversity of views may be entertained relative to 
the origin and conduct of the present war, it is apparent that 
it is a struggle for our national existence, and in which all the 
energies and resources of the country are: 4i^.tined to be en- 
listed. Our distinguished countryman who formerly presided 
in, this Chair, found inscribed upon the walls of many private 
houses in Japan, the words " Death before dishonor ^'^^ as a l09i 
son to be taught to their children. Tbousaiiids of gallant 
youth, bumiag with the lessons of courage and patriotism- 
taught in the public schools, have rallied around the insulted 
flag of their country, and, alas ! too many of the noblest and 
bravest have sealed their devotion with their lives. The ex- 
ample of the illustrious living and of the honored dead will 
live in the immortal pages of history through ages to <5ome. It 
will be the lesson inscribed in the temple of our hearts, and 
transmitted to our children. It is the ri^ht of the State to be 
protected by her children, as it is the right of the children to 
be educated by the State, i Let us strive to dp our duty well 
when those whom we have taught have done so gallantly. 
Military instruction of the youth is one of the means of mak- 
ipg them most serviceable to the State, and I commend it to

Seventy years have passed away smce the fittle State of 
Connecticut first endowed a system of public instruction. 
Daring 'this peribd it has grown to be a recognized duty on 
the part of almost every civilized government; That geii- 
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erous and loyal friend of onr country, the youthful Emperor 
of Russia, having freed millions of his subjects from the bonds 
of serfdom, is at this moment maturing a system of instruc- 
tion that shall free them from the bonds of ignorance. The 
crown-jewels of Moscow are dim compared with the immortal 
radiance of his acts. 

But, gentlemen, I will not trespass further upon your atten- 
tion. I can only say to you that it is my earnest hope that, 
during the sacrifices of the coming year, we may have pre- 
served to us the means of instructing the youth of this great 
City, and that Providence will kindly smile upon our labors.

The Finance Committee respectfully report, that in accord- 
ance with the practice of your Committee, whose province and 
duty it is, especially, to advise the Board, from time to time, 
of the condition of its finances, they herewith present the 
usual statement of the present condition of the fund for Special 
Appropriations. It will be seen that the total of those so far 
made for this year exceeds largely the amount set apart for 
such purposes, which, taken in connection with the probability 
of an increased expenditure over the sums set apart in all the 
general items, such as salaries of teachers, incidentals, deposi- 
' tory, supplies, &c., &c., in consequence of the enhanced price 
of materials and labor, and the very general employment of 
special teachers, under the By-Laws recently enacted, makes it 
apparent that, without a strict adherence by the Board to the 
sums set apart, and economy on the part of the Local Boards 
in expending allowances, the expenditures for 1863 will so far 
exceed in amount the School Fund, as to entail upon the future 
funds of the Board a large deficit, embarrassing to its finances 
and calculated to bring the School system into financial dis^ 

2 
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repute. Your Committee invite your oareful attention to this 
i^ubject, that amid the multiplicity of business and moneyed 
claims that will be pressed upon your attention through the 
year, the limited amounts, both for general and special pur- 
poses, at the disposal of the Board, may not be lost sight of. 

Your Committee concede the necessity of additional school 
accommodations in some sections of the City, owing to the 
large increase in the attendance in the Schools and other 
causes, which it would seem to be the duty of the Board to 
supply, and therefore this appeal for care in the making of ap- 
propriations, and in general expenditures, presents itself with 
an additional force.

Mr. Benedict presented the following report from the Com- 
mittee on By-Laws, Rules, and Regulations, to whom was re- 
ferred the communication from sundry teachers in relation to 
the increase of the salaries of principals of schools in the vari- 
ous Wards : 

To the Board of Education : 

The Committee on By-Laws, Rules, and Regulations, to 
whom was referred the communication in reference to the in- 
crease of the salaries of the principals of the schools in the 
various Wards, respectfully report : That they have given the 
subject a careful attention, and while they are of opinion that 
the salaries of the principals should be increased, they are also 
of opinion that it would be an injustice to increase the salaries 
of the principal without increasing the salaries of all the 
other teachers. It must be apparent to the members of the 
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Board that within the past eighteen months or two years, thy 
prices of all the necessaries of life have risen, in some in- 
stances, from twenty to fifty per cent; the average increase 
being about twenty-five per cent. As a consequence of this 
increase in the cost of living, the price of labor has increased 
in a proportionate rate. The mechanic, the clerk, and the 
laborer, have all had their wages and salaries raised to corre- 
spond with the increase in the expense of living. 

This being the case, it seems to your Committee that some 
provisions should be made by this Board to relieve, in some 
degree, the teachers throughout the city from the want which 
this additional expense of living has occasioned. 

Your Committee are assured that the small salaries paid to 
some of the teachers occupying subordinate positions, have 
scarcely been adequate to enable them to live as comfortably 
within the past year or eighteen months as they could have 
lived upon the same salaries two or three years ago. Indeed, 
a complaint to this effect has been made in many of the 
Wai'ds by the teachers. 

Your Committee are of opinion that there is no reason why 
the school teachers should not receive some little additional 
compensation, and thereby be placed upon an equality with 
the followers of other trades and professions. With a view, 
therefore, that a uniform rate of increase may be established 
which shall be proportionate to the increase in the expense of 
of living, we respectfully recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Besolvcdy That the Board of School Trustees in each 
Ward be and they are hereby allowed to increase the salaries 
of the teachers and janitors employed by them respectively, 
at the rate of fifteen per cent, upon the salaries now 
paid, until the further order of this Board. This increase 
to take effecf not before the first day of September next, 
and to be paid out of the fund appropriated to the pay- 
ment of salaries of teachers, aud in case any deficiency should 
then exist, then out of the general, fund of the Board.

June 18, the communication from your Board above referred 
to, was read by the Secretary of the Board of Trustees, and, 
on motion, ordered placed on the minutes. I then offered a 
resolution, of which the following is a copy : 

« 

** Resolved, That, in compliance with the request of the Board 
of Education, we hereby rescind the resolution passed May 21, 
dismissing Kate McGean from Grammar School No 16, and 
allow the said Kate MoGean to re-enter the school and class 
from which she was dismissed." 

No one would second the resolution, and the President, Mr. 
J. H. Townsend, decided that it should not .appear in the 
minutes of the Board. From the action of the Board, and 
from individual expressions by the members, I am justified in 
coming to the conclusion that the Board does not intend to 
comply with the just and reasonable request of the Board of 
Education. 

As one of the elected guardians, of the rights and privileges 
of the school children of the Ninth Ward, I protest against 
the action of the Board of Trustees in dismissing from school 
a conscientious and religious girl, because she refused to sing 
a song which would violate her conscience ; a song which was 
no part of the prescribed studies of the school, and' which was 
so manifestly improper that the Trustees themselves have since 
condemned it, and discarded it from the schools ; and .yet this 
pupil cannot enter a school in the Ward or X3ity to-day, except 
in disgrace — a dismissed, insubordinate scholar from Grammar 
School No. 16. To comply with the wishes of the Board of 
Trustees, and confess she has done wrong, would be in direct 
violation of her sacred obligations to her conscience and her 
(jrod, for she is only conscious of having performed ker duty. 
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Her xn6ntUy reoord of depoftmeat frbm lier Yice«PrinoipaI is 
each as any soholar might be p'road of, and whioh will be 
shown to any member of your Board who desires to see it. If 
the scholars of our schools caiti be dismii^sed so summarily on 
bo slight a^ittext as this, we may next hear that our own 
!daughtd>8, having refused to scrub the floors of our School- 
Houses, have been dismissed for insubordination. I trust some 
measures will be deVised to put a stop to such unjust and ty- 
rannical conduct. 

Having done what I could to comply with the wishes of 
yoUr honorable body, I tirust I shall be relieved from ajl cen- 
'sure and condemnation that may attach itself to the Board of 
Trustees by 'reason of their defiant position.
